"Washlnston, May 5.—A sensation was 


caused yesterday by the news of the ar- 
rival of a vessel supposed to be the dis- 
patch boat McCulloch at Mirs bay, 40 
miles from Honp Kong, the cable term- 
inus. The officials Immediately fell Into 
an air of expectancy, waiting for Home 
word from Admiral Dewey that would 
not only confirm officially the stirring 
'news of the battle of Manila as reported 
by the press, but also tell what happened 
since the cable was Interrupted. There 
was no confirmation of the report. 


The navy department has secured two 


vessels, the Australia and the City of 
Pekln, In San Francisco, which will be 
loaded with coal and supplies and rushed 
off to Join Commodore Dewey's Heel. 
Whether or not they will carry troops 
will be determined positively when the 
commodore is heard from upon this mat- 
ter. An exceptionally large stock of 
ammunition will go on thelJity of Pekln. 
The first shipment of projectiles left 
New York Tuesday and additional ship- 
ments will be made until the full quota 
of powder and shot will be in San Fran- 
cisco. There will be a total of more than 
20.000 projectiles of various caliber and 
'weight. . For the four big eight-Inch 
guns of the Olympia there win be noo 
eight-Inch steel armor-piercing projec- 
tiles, weighing about 900 pounds each. 
For the six-inch guns of the Olympia, 
Bait. \ re and Boston and other ships, 
there will be 1000 projectiles. The other 
shipments will include about 10.000 six- 
pound rifle ball*. 2000 five-inch shells, 
1000 three-pound balls and 
3000 one- 


pound balls. 


The department Is fortunate in having 


'aid in an ample stock of projectiles of 
all weights and sizes, so that there will 
be no delay in getting a full supply ready 
for shipment. The supply of powder is 
not so readily obtained, as powder hiis 
been distributed to the several fleets and 
ships as fast as it has come from the 
powder mills; but, owing to the emer- 
gency in the case of the Asiatic fleet. 
powder intended for other uses will be 
forwarded to San Francisco and sent to 
Dewey. The recent explosions of mills 
have not crippled the navy department 
In securing supplies of powder, but they 
have caused some delay in filling the 
orders of the war department. 


No new official news has come to con- 


firm the report from Hawaii that the 
Islands have been tendered to the United 
States for war uses. It is said that, if 
the incoming mall brought the proposi- 
tion to San Francisco, it would scarcely 
be trusted to the telegraph there OTI ac- 
count of Its importance, but would be 
forwarded by .the railway mails, which 
would brlnjf ft' here in about five days. 
Without exception naval officers would 
welcome the possession of Hawaii at this 
moment as affording a magnificent base 
for naval operations in the Pacific; but 
it is said that President Dole's proposi- 
tion must be submitted to congress, so" 
that U will be for the legislative branch 
in the end to pass upon this offer. 


The law for the formation of the volun- 


teer army leaves it discretionary with" 
the president as to whether three or more 
.regiments shall constitute a" brigade, 
and also whether two or three divisions 
shall constitute & corps. Those ques- 
tions determined upon finally, the as- 
signment of the major and brigadier gen- 
erals will be fixed readily. General 
Miles, commanding the. army, favors 
the formation of seven corps In all, two 
in the regular army and five in the vol- 
unteers. In other quarters, (t has been 
suggested, that the volunteers be di- 
vided into three corps. A;major general 
commands either a corps or a division, 
so that the plan determined upon wili 
provide for a sufficient number of these 
to give assignments to the officers of the 
higher cranes. 


\VILL STEAM TO PORTO. 


London. May 6.—A dispatch to The 


Daily Mall from Key West, g«nt byway

General Weyler, arch assassinator and 


promoter of the scientific starvation of 
women and children, late of Cuba, bnt 
QOW of Spain, was the centre of attrac 
lion of several thousand people on the 
parade on Wednesday evening, the 4th 
inst., for about five minutes. He did 
not last any longer because the bonfire 
of which he formed the apex was eager 
to get at him, and soon had him in its 
clu tubes. 


General Weyler wore white panta- 


loons of a dirty shade ana held in one 
hand a huge fire cracker. He was fairly 
hoist by his own petard, for when the 
flames reached the cracker, it exploded 
so forcibly that the Spaniard's head was 
blown off. 


Tliu crowd around the Parade gave 


vent to a rousing cheer when Weyler 
came to his end. 
The effigy was made 


by several of the young Yankees who, 
though not yet large enough to read 
Latin ur Spanish, still know all about 
Weylor and his abominable crimes and 
wished to show their feelings toward 
him. 


The bonfire was one of the largest 


ever lighted ou the Parade. 
It was in 


honor of Commodore Dewey's glorious 
victory at Manila. The huge pile of 
boxes, barrels and crates sent up a 
spear of llatno lifty feet high and made 
everything around the Parade and down 
Congress street to Fleet as brilliant as 
day. 


The collection of the pile devolved 


upon the youngsters, and they worked 
nobly. From all parts of the business 
sections they came scurrying with the 
inflirnrnable stuff. Some of them found 
an old cart, which was promptly con 
tribuled to the stack. 


The (ire was lighted a few minutes 


after the nine o'clock curfew. 
With 


the touching off the first mach, the bell 
in the North church tower began ring- 
ing and continued to reverberate till 
the heap had been reduced to a big bed 
of glowing coals. 
For a half hour 


t'.ie flames shot sky-ward. 


The crowd cheered lustily when the 


boxes began to burn. 
Many dynamite 


crackers were tossed into the flames. 
Most of the crown stayed till it was all 
over. When the fire was at its height, 
confirmation of the capture of Manila 
by Dewey was received over the wire.s.
